The City of Philadelphia has 
taken the limelight several times 
in the past year with sales of ex- 
ceptional properties of fine col- 
lections. such as the great West 
Collection which although sold in 
New York was handled by Philip 
H. Ward, Jr.. one of the leading 
dealers in fine United States 
stamps. The big Tuttle Property 
currently being offered by Eu- 
gene Klein is another great stamp 
property from Philadelphia. The 
sale of the Pickard collection 
which is tc be sold in New York 
was arranged by Mr. Ward also 
and this week we announce an- 
, other great collection which was 
formed by the late William M. 
Potts of Chester county, Pa. Mr. 
Ward has done the mounting and 
cataloguing of his collection which 
j. to be sold through the century 
old auction house of Samuel T. 
Freeman & Co., in their galleries 
in Philadelphia. 

Mr. Potts collected about fifty 
different countries and colonies, 
and each of these were practically 
complete including many of the 
world’s great philatelic rarities.

Saul Newbury Finds 
Rarity In Collection 


Since the publication in our is- 
sue of November 4, of the dis- 
covery oi a 10c 1861 August issue 
which showed traces of a transfer 
of the 90c value of the same is- 
sue on the plate, many collectors 
possessing one of these 10c stamps 
have doubtless given their stamp 
a thorough examination in the 
hope of finding a mate to the one 
in the collection of Mr. Cyril F. 
dos Pasos, the original finder of 
the rarity. 

We now learn from the column 
of Mr. David Lidman in the Chi- 
cago Sun of November 21, that 
another copy of this rarity has 
been found by Mr. Saul Newbury, 
leading Chicago specialist in U. S. 
stamps. Mr. Newbury has submit- 
ted his copy to Mr. Stanley Ash- 
brook, well known U. S. stamp 
student who verifies the find.

The Philatelic Agency at Wash- 
ington announces that in the past, 
orders for coil stamps were filled 
from ordinary stock and that as 
a result about 95% were refused 
by collectors and came back to be 
exchanged for better gopies. In 
the future, the Agency will be 
provided wi’. selected coil stamps 
and no further exchanges will be 
made for undesirable copies. 


The Austrian stamp jumps to 
the front with the largest number 
of first day covers of any of the 
flag stamps. This is unusual and 
unexpected but should indicate 
that the last of these issues, the 
stamp for Denmark will doubtless 
crash the top place in covers 
mailed. 

For the Albanian stamp there 
were 162,275 first day covers, 
478,055 stamps sold, face value of 
$23,902.75. 
For Austria, 172,285 first day 
covers, 500,239 stamps sold and 
of a face value of $25,011.95.

Last week we printed some new 
information on the Allied Mil- 
itary Postage Stamps and since 
then have found that one of the 
statements we made was .incors 
rect. Mr. Saunders of Cincinnati, 
advised us of the side imprints on 
the sheets of these stamps and 
since then we have hac many of 
the stamps from Italy including a 
full sheet of the 30c value and 
find from these that the statement 
as regards the side imprints is ine 
correct. 

We also stated in last weeks ise 
sue that information regarding 
the plate numbers had not been 
supplied by Washington but since 
then we find a list of plate num- 
bers in various publications and 
this fact again brings to mind our 
previously printed statments that 
what stamp collectors need in 
Washington is a News Service 
Bureau that knows what stamp 
news is and which will release 
that news to all Philatelic Pub- 
lications. The information on 
these plate numbers was not sup- 
plied tc us by Washington, yet at 
the same time we do receive fre=- 
quent circulars on other matters 
of interest.

MORE FACTS ON DOUBLE PRINTS ON FLAG STAMPS 

As stated in our columns last week, we now have in our posses- 
sion a block of eight of the flag stamps, a country other than NOR- 
WAY in which the four stamps at the left show a perfect double 
print of the name under the flag. This block is from the right edge 
of a sheet. The doubling of the word which is of 
lighter lines than the word Norway is perfectly 
ciear yet might be overlooked without a glass. 

Study of these stamps has led us to the con- 
clusion that our belief that the doubling is a print- 
ing defect is being further strengthened and if our 
theory is correct then you collectors should keep 
your eyes peeled for further copies of these stamps 
and while we can not go into details and give a 
full explanation for the following statement now, 
we want to say that because of the method of 
printing which is used and because of the sequence 
with which these stamps are printed, if we under- 
stand that correctly, you can look for a find of a 

Geo. W. Linn double printing of the word under the flag on the 
stamps of NORWAY, CZECHOSLOVAKIA and AUSTRIA. The 
other country of which we have a double print is not: being men- 
tioned as yet because of a request of the finder, but we feel that 
withholding this information is unnecessary, for there ‘is not one 
chance in a million that others like it would be found. 

If our belief is correct and we are more than convinced that it 
is, these doubles should not show up in except a few sheets and 
these may be found all in one lot in some single offi ceand if not gotten 
then, they are lost, unless the eagle eyes of collctors find them on 
used copies which are miraculously saved. 

This new block we have, in our estimation further discredits 
any theory of a double exposure of a photographic negative. 

If we could learn by just what method these words were pho- 
tographed it would be a big help in finding the answer. There is 
every evidence that the words are all hand lettered in the first 
place. There is further evidence that the hand lettering is identical 
in all fifty words on the fifty stamps on a sheet, thus by what means 
of duplication do they make the fifty different copies of the word 
for use on each stamp. If but one negative. is made and then the 
word transferred fifty times to the lithographic plate it would seem 
that some slight variation in the position of the word might show 
up on some one stamp but all seem to be in perfect alignment in 
both directions, so if all fifty words are photographed at one time 
from a pasted up lot of the words, any double exposure in photo- 
graphing would show in all words. 

It is of course possible that several photographs of large size 
are pasted up and the whole fifty words shot at one time for trans- 
fer to the lithograph plate. If this were done, all would be practically 
perfect and if there were any double exposures it would have had 
to be in the first large size photos of the words which were pasted 
up to make the photo of the fifty words and certainly if in any of 
the large photos any doubling in the picture would have been in- 
stantly noted and removed. 

This is a most fascinating issue to study and ponder over and 
we expect to have a thorough review of the issue at a later date. 
In the meantime, we will mark time until we hear from a source 
which we believe can give us real facts, provided this source cares 
to do so. Watch for this story which should be in our hands within 
a few days now as we have submitted specimens, sheets, photos and 
other details and expect a real solutoin of this double print.

Lost Air Mail Covers 
From A Historic Flight

Colonial Airlines, possessor of 
the coveted FAM-1 (New York to 
Montreal via Albany and Bur- 
lington) since October 1, 1928, 
commemmorated the 25th anni- 
versary of United States Airmail 
with a special flight from Mont- 
real, Canada, to Washington, D. 
C. via New York on May 15th, 
1943, with .Captain Herbert E. 
Clark, Chief Pilot of Colonial 
Airlines, flying. Sigmund Janas, 
president of the line, and less 
than 100 Special Flight Covers 
(one of which was from Canadian 
Prime Minister, MacKenzie King, 
to President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. 

The plane, a 1927 Pitcairn Mail 
Wing, an exact replica of the one 
which inaugurated FAM #1, took 
off from Montreal at 10:10 AM, 
arrived in New York at 2°30 PM, 
took off at 3:00 PM, and arrived 
in Washington at 5:20 PM. The 
plane was met in Washington by 
Postmaster-General Frank C, 
Walker and Jesse H. Jones, Sec- 
retary of Commerce. 

The covers are marked “SPE- 
CIAL INTERNATIONAL FLIGHT 
COMMEMORATING SILVER 
JUBILEE OF AIRMAIL IN THE 
U. S. A.” and carry the greet- 
ing: “FAM-#1—Colonial Airlines 
salutes United States Airmail 
Service, May 15, 1918-1943.” They 
are signed by both Captain Clark 
and President Janas. Each cover 
has a 7-cent Canadian Airmail 
stamp, and the cancellation is 
Montreal May 15 AM.” 

Unaccountably, these covers 
were all misplaced after the 
flight, and it was not until the 
end of September that 67 of the 
them were received by Mr. Janas 
with a letter from the Executive 
Assistant to the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral to the effect that the Chief 
Inspector of the P. O. Dept. had 
finally located them. 

In response to the numerous re- 
quests from Airmail Cover Col- 
lectors, Mr, Janas has authorized 
the American Airmail Society to 
dispose of a small quantity of 
these covers. The Metropolitan 
Airmail Cover Club also received 
a few of these covers to dispose 
of. However. despite the fact that 
these organizations have only re- 
cently received their covers: they 
have probably already disposed of 
their limited quantities by this 
time, so it is just about useless to 
write to either of them regarding 
covers for sale.

it. We are certainly entitled to 
this service as much as any other 
paper in the country for this pub- 
lication reaches thousands of col- 
lectors who want this informat- 
ion and if we have to take the 
matter up with our Congressmen 
we can do so. 

Our previous descriptions of the 
top plate number are correct and 
the bottom is the same, but the 
side imprints are different than 
stated last week. The side im- 
prints read, “ALLIED MILITARY 
POSTAGE CENTESIMI ITALY,” 
these words on the right margin 
of the right hand panes and on 
the left margin of the left hand 
panes. The words in either case 
are with the tops of the lettering 
to the right. The words start at 
the lower part of the top stamp 
in the first horizontal row and 
run to the center of the stamps 
in the fourth horizontal row. At 
the lower edge of the sheets op- 
posite the stamps in the ninth 
row is the plate number. This in- 
scription is all in black and is a 
part of the overprint plate. 

On the Lira and Lire values the 
words are of course LIRA or LIRE 
instead of CENTESIMI. 

We should also say that the top 
or bottom plate numbers are only 
found on one place on each sheet. 
If top panes, the plate numbers 
are in the top margins, if lower 
panes the plate numbers are in 
the bottom margins. Thus each 
sheet will show one plate num- 
ber for the background and 
one for the overprint. The over- 
print plate number is so poorly 
printed in many instances that it 
can not be deciphered, while top 
and bottom plate numbers are so 
close to the edge of the sheet that 
all we have seen thus far are cut

It is stated that these stamps 
are printed on a two color offset 
lithographic press. They are most 
probably printed in sheets of four 
panes of 100 stamps each, the 
center of the sheet of 400 is mark- 
ed with a vertical guide line as a 
cutting guide. 


The Plate Numbers 


The complete list of plate num- 
bers as announced by Washington 
are as follows: 15c-44687; 25c-44- 
688; 30c-44460; 50c-44467; 60c- 
44462; 1 Lira-44464; 2 Lire-44463; 
5 Lire-44465; 10 Lire-44466. Those 
are the numbers for the colored 
backgrounds, 

All of the Centesimi values also 
have the plate number 44622 from 
the black overprint plates; the 1 


Lire are from black plates 44620. 


We have thus far received from 
Italy all of the values except the 
5 Lire, the last lot of stamps that 
came contained a full sheet of the 
30c value, upper left pane. 


We also have a cover used in 
Palermo, Sicily and addressed and 
delivered in Palermo, being the 
first actual cover we have seen, 
used in the zone for which these 
stamps are issued and delivered 
in that zone. The cover is can- 
celed at Palermo, October 31, 
1943,
